Lufoon. (It is assumed 1 1, a t iio ci-tuineo hr. Lufoon’s name 
from others who cull s«’. ••-;•. the _,iji»assy presumably on his 
behalf and. who were • re I'ev-rty to r. Lafoot. ) An*. Lafoon 
on that occasion doblinau to see iiiiv, aiid he loft his card 
and telephone unmi-uj* Vtitb tlio re.JOj-tiouist, stotitig that sir. 
Lafoon shouiu bo that ins (^uzo foicuo's) telephone 

wire vvas tupped. On July 21 C -ptoin Luzo Toledo telephoned 
iir.

The only point of interest in the entire con- 
versation was tiie statement by Luzo Toledo that his know- 
ledge of the "arrival of Uitlor and Dormonn in jirgontina" 
end the possibilities or being or uusi3tance to the United 
States Government in treeing their present whereabouts had 
.been mentioned only' to one other person, namely,' John 7 
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Gy irf .lt.nn . an Amerioun oitizeu who was uccused in September 
1948 by the Arc online Government of having been implicated 
in an attempt to assassinate President and Mrs. Peron 
(Please see ISrabussy’s despatch no. 349. July 22, 1949 and 
previous. Please also see ..irgrara no. A-S6, February 17, 
•1949 from Buenos ^ires and relutcd correspondence retarding 
Griffiths’ offers of. alleged information on Martin Lormunn. ) 
Whether or not Lazo Toledo hud some ulterior purpose in 
naming Griffiths was not clear. 

The officer who saw Luzo Toledo took the occasion to 
inform hiin pointedly that this Fr.ibacsy does not concern it- 
self with developments in Argentina, its activities being 
confined solely to the representation of the United States 
'Government in Uruguay. 

In view of the Tact that Luzo Toledo’s movements are 
very closely followed by the Uruguayan authorities and ink 
view of the Kiubussy’s friendly relations with' the Uruguayan 
Police 'authorities, it was considered advisable to inform . 
the Uruguayan Police of Luzo Toledo’s call at, the Dinbussy. 
This was done through the Lmbuosy’u liaison officer v/ith 
the Montevideo Police in the lute ufternoon of July 2l, the 
day of Luzo Toledo’s cull at the iiiuba3sy. The Police ex- 
pressed their appreciation for this inf oriaation and reiter- 
ated that, they had definite proof that Lazo Toledo is an 
agent of the • jirgontine Government.

Captain Luzo Toledo culled on mo this al’tornoon ot 
4 o’clock by appointment (sue my previous memorandum report- 
ing tolophono conversation with him this morning). 

Captain Lazo io swarthy, of average height and size. 

He has dark brown eyes and a close clipped black Hitlerian 
mustache with streaks of grey. His hair is jet black, oombed 

straight back and has large patches ol‘ grey on. either side. 

Although he had recently shaved, his heavy dark beard was 
, very. notioeable.. His suit although showing age was neatly 
■pressed. ■ His overcoat was obviously of ancient vintage. 

. His conversation indicated an individual of some education 
and he related his story in a calm dead-pan manner without 
any change of expression. Nor' did the tone of his voice 
• change during the conversation. He did not once smile during 

the interview nor did his guze falter whenever I looked him. 

straight in the eye. The only change in expression came at 
the end of our conversation as related below. 

Captain Lazo without referring to any previous attempts 

■ to get -in touch with the Embassy (Embassy's despatch no. 

839 of December 29, 1949) or to see mo stated that he had 

■ called to relute a story which might be of interest to us. 

He then spoke of his service in the .urgentine army and the 
fact that he had been living in Uruguuy for three years as a 
result of some difficulty with the Argentine military authori- 
ties which caused his oxpulsion from the army. He aid not 
volunteer any further information on this subject. 

He then related the well-known but unverified story of 
a German submarine lauding off Patagonia and disembarking 
Hitler and Martin Bormunn. He described their disguises and 
aeid that only he and one or two other members of the Argen- 
tine Army were aware of their arrival. He added that he was . 
in a position to follow through and obtain further informa- 
tion if wo so desired. I told him '.hat this was a frequently 
told story which so far had never been verified and inquired 
how lie, being unuble to return to Argentina, could be of any 
assistance in tracing tno present whorea bouts of. Bornann and. 
Hitler. lie said that he could glvo no a chronological record 
of the events, the dates on which submarine' landed, the place,

representing the United iitutes on this side of the Kio de la 
Plata. The conversation continued for some length on the 
ijuestion of Uormann ana Hitler before he brought out the 
only point. of interest in the conversation; the fuct that his 
knowledge of these events and the possibilities of beinc of 
assistance to the United States Government in tracing the 
whereabouts of Uormann and Hitler had been mentioned only to 
one other person, namely, John F. Griffiths whom he added ’’you 
undoubtedly know" . I yuid that I knew of j\.r. Griffiths. 

Lazo repeated his story and endeavored to convince me 
of his veracity and the desirability of trying to locute 
Uormann and Hitler. He again at an appropriate point in the 
conversation reiterated that other than myself he had spoken 
on the matter only to John Griffiths whom he said "you will 
recall wus hocused by the Peron Government of having attempted 
to assassinuto President Perou and his v/ife". At thHt point 
he began to speak of the nuzi influence in the Peron Govern- 
ment and of his disagreement with tiio present .Argentine 
authorities. I reiterated that we were not interested in 
Argentine matters. During the conversation he made, some 
references, albeit somewhut weakly, to the fact that he was 
here ,in exile like Saumurtino (Argentine Radical Party leader) 
.and other anti-Peron Argentine citizens. 

After a thirty-minute conversation it was apparent that 
he had nothing more to add and I indicated my desire to termi- 
nate the Conversation, ,it this point he said that he would 
leave his card and addross in case I should .at any future time 
have any Interest in the subjects discussed. As he departed 
I remarked with. some emphasis that "you should not forgot 
that this Embassy's activities aro confined solely to the pro- 
moting of good isolations bo two on the United States and Uruguay 
and that we uro not concerned with events in the Argentine 
republic^'. I said tliot os ho well know v/o had an unbuasudor 
in Buenos Aires and maintained friendly relations with the 
present Argentine Government, t this point his dead-pan. 
expression changeu slightly and lie left without further com- 
.xnent. ’ ,
